PREFACE 


THE plan of publication as announced in the Preface to 
Part I, which appeared in 1892, was to coliect and arrange 
the Letters according to the names of the scribes. At 
that time only two volumes of Zhe Catalogue of the 
Cuneiform Tablets in the Kouyunjtk Collection of the British 
Museum were accessible, containing descriptions of K. 
nos. 1-8162. Volume III of the Catalogue appeared in 
1893 after the publication of Part IT. 

Parts I and II were necessarily confined to the Letters 
among the first 8,000 tablets of the K. Collection, the 
proportion of the Collection covered by the first two 
volumes of the Catalogue. Among the 6,000 tablets de- 
scribed in Volume III, there were some Letters written by 
scribes whose correspondence, found among the first 8,000 
tablets, had already been published in Parts I and II. It 
would have been possible to have added these, as a sup- 
plement, to Part III. It seemed, however, more expedient 
to relegate such a supplement to a later place in the 
Series and to continue to break fresh ground. 

Part IV was in type before the appearance of Volume 1V 
of the Catalogue, and, for the reasons assigned in the 
Preface, the original plan was modified in some details. 
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In Part V were published (1) forty-five tablets on 
which the names of the scribes have either been omitted 
or have been broken away; (2) the complete correspon- 
dence of certain scribes; and (3) the remaining Letters 
belonging to scribes a part of whose correspondence had 
been published in previous parts. 

Part VI contained one hundred and twelve tablets on 
which the names of the scribes have been broken away. 

The present Part contains the remaining Letters belong- 
ing to scribes a part of whose correspondence has been 
published in Parts I—V. Two or three which were doubtful 
have been omitted purposely. If others have been omitted 
they will be inserted in another Part. The plan necessitates 
the publishing of all texts. Some are very badly broken, and 
have been inserted only for the sake of completeness. No 
attempt has been made to classify Letters on which the 
names of the scribes are broken away, as this more naturally 
falls within the province of the commentary. The headlines 
are the readings of the names of the scribes found in the 
Letters over which they stand. 

Part VIII, which is in press, will contain such Letters 
as are necessary to complete the correspondence of all the 
scribes taken up in Parts I-VII, and it will also give the 
complete correspondence of several others. This Part will 
be ready in a few weeks. 

As noted in the Preface to Part VI, Part IX will be 
an Index Volume, giving Lists of all the Proper Names, 
Officials, Divinities, Countries, Peoples, Cities, etc., found 
in Parts I-VIII, with references to their British Museum 
registration numbers and to the numbers which they bear 
in this Series. This Part will appear within a year. 

I wish especially to acknowledge my obligations to 
Dr. E. WALLIS BUDGE, the Keeper of the Department 
of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities, British Museum, for 
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his courtesy, and for the great assistance which he has 
afforded me in the preparation of this Part. 

I am indebted for many valuable suggestions as to the 
readings of difficult passages to Mr. LEONARD W. KING 
and Mr. R. CAMPBELL THOMPSON, Assistants in the 
Department. 

To my friend, DR. FRANK FRrosT ABBOTT, Professor 
of Latin in The University of Chicago, who is at present 
in Rome as Professor in The American School of Classical 
Studies, I have the honour to dedicate this Volume.

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PREFACE 


THE present work was undertaken in September, 1891, 
chiefly by the advice of Dr. E. Wallis Budge, at that time 
Acting Assistant-Keeper of the Department of Egyptian and 
Assyrian Antiquities of the British Museum. 

Very little connected, or what might properly be termed 
scientific work, had hitherto been done in this line of 
research. Pater Strassmaier, in his Alphabetisches Ver- 
zeichniss der assyrischen und akkadischen Werter, etc., 
had given extracts of a great many Letters, but he had pub- 
lished very few complete texts. A number of these texts 
had appeared in the Cuneiform Inscriptions of Western 
Asia and in the Transactions of the Society of Biblical 
Archeology, edited chiefly by Mr. T. G. Pinches. Mr. 8. 
A.Smith had published about seventy-five in his Keilschrift- 
texte Asurbanipals (1887) and in his Assyrian Letters 
from the Royal Library at Nineveh (1888). Friedrich 
Delitzsch had reproduced a few in transliteration in his 
Assyrisches Worterbuch and in Beitrdge zur Assyriologie. 
The texts presented by Smith and by Delitzsch were carefully 
copied. I have found few readings requiring correction, 
and I herewith express my indebtedness to both of them. 

In Smith’s and Delitzsch’s publications there is no prin- 
ciple of arrangement. Moreover, they have, for the most 
part, confined themselves to exhibited and extremely easy 
texts. In part explanation of this lack of arrangement, it 
must be said that it was almost impossible to attempt any 
complete work prior to the publication of Bezold’s Catalogue 
of the Cuneiform Tablets in the Kouyunjik Collection of the 
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British Museum. This Catalogue has opened a new oppor- 
tunity for work in all departments of Assyriological research. 
I am under the greatest obligations to Professor Bezold for 
his Catalogue, which I have used freely, and without which 
I could not have undertaken the present work. 

It is my purpose to publish (1) all the Letters in the 
Kouyunjik Collection in which the name of the scribe is to 
be found; (2) the best-preserved and most important of 
those without signatures; and (3) a transliteration and either 
a tentative translation or a résumé of the contents of these 
Letters, together with a glossary. The texts alone will 
occupy sixteen to eighteen volumes, and the transliterations, 
translations, and glossary at least as many more. In other 
words, my purpose is to give a Corpus Epistolarum of the 
Kouyunjik Collection. 

The plan of publication is to collect and arrange the 
Letters according to the names of the scribes. I regard 
this as the only scientific method. Material for the expla- 
nation of the vocabulary and of grammatical peculiarities 
can be obtained in this way better than in any other. This 
plan necessitates the publishing of all texts. Some are very 
badly broken and have been inserted only for the sake of 
completeness. Restorations have not been attempted, as 
they more naturally fall within the province of the commen- 
tary, in which I hope to add many textual notes. It will be 
possible to assign many of the Letters without names to 
their proper places from a study of their contents, and from 
the style of the handwriting. This was intentionally not 
attempted, because it has been my aim from the beginning 
to reproduce the original texts as nearly as possible without 
restorations or notes of any kind. As mentioned above, 
such notes—textual, philological, and historical—will find 
a place in later volumes of commentaries on the texts. 

Parts I (1892) and II (1893) were necessarily confined 
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to the Letters among the first 8,000 tablets of the K. Col- 
lection, the proportion of the Collection covered by the first 
two volumes of the Catalogue. Among the 6,000 tablets 
described in Vol. ITT there were some Letters written by 
scribes whose correspondence, found among the first 8,000 
tablets, had already been published in Parts I and II. It 
would have been possible to have added these, as a supple- 
ment, to Part III (1896). It seemed, however, more expe- 
dient to relegate such a supplement to a later place in the 
series and to continue to break fresh ground. 

Part IV (1896) was in type before the appearance of 
Vol. IV of the Catalogue, and, for the reasons assigned in 
the preface, the original plan was modified in some details. 

In Part V (1900) were published (1) forty-five tablets 
on which the names of the scribes have either been omitted, 
or haye been broken away; (2) the complete correspond- 
ence of certain scribes; and (3) the remaining Letters 
belonging to scribes a part of whose correspondence had 
been published in previous parts. 

Part VI (1902) contained one hundred and twelve tablets 
on which the names of the scribes have been broken away. 

Parts VIT (1902) and VIII (1902) contain the remain- 
ing Letters belonging to scribes a part of whose correspond- 
ence has been published in Parts I-V. Two or three which 
were doubtful have been omitted purposely. Part VIII 
contains also the complete correspondence of several other 
scribes. 

Part IX will be an index volume, giving lists of all the 
proper names, officials, divinities, countries, peoples, cities, 
etc., found in Parts I-VIII, with references to their British 
Museum registration numbers, and to the numbers which 
they bear in this series. This part will appear within 
a year. 

Since the appearance of Part I in 1892, Johnston has 
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made several valuable contributions to the study of Letter 
literature in his H’pistolary Literature of the Assyrians and 
Babylonians, in AJSL., and in PAOS.; Winckler has pub- 
lished some texts in Texte verschiedenen Inhalis, most of 
which have been republished in various parts of the present 
work, with corrections and additions, and he has translated 
some texts in Aliorientalische Forschungen; Berry has treated 
the R™. 2 Collection in AJSZ.; Delattre has discussed 
several texts in PSBA.; Martin has published a popular lec- 
ture under the title: Lettres assyriennes et babyloniennes; 
van Gelderen has transliterated and translated twenty-one 
texts in Beitrdge zur Assyriologie; Meissner has given much 
space to forms of words found in Letters in his Supplement 
zu den assyrischen Wérterbichern; Muss-Arnolt has made 
good use of these texts in his Assyrian Dictionary; and 
Johns has treated the names of officials at considerable 
length in Assyrian Deeds and Documents, Vol. II. Others 
have also availed themselves of the material published in 
the preceding parts of this work. 

Iam much honored by the attention shown to this class 
of literature, and I wish to state here, in answer to a remark: 
by Mr. Johns in Vol. IT, p. 183, that as soon as the texts are 
published they become public property, and anyone may 
use them for any purpose he may wish. 

This work by my fellow-students will in no way interfere 
with my original plan. About one-half of the Letter mate- 
rial in the Kouyunjik Collections has now been published. 
The task which was undertaken eleven years ago has proved 
to be a greater one than was expected. I see no reason, 
however, to depart from the plan outlined in Part I and 
again in Part IV, and I hope to continue to publish the 
texts until the Corpus Epistolarum is completed. I hope 
also that the parts will appear more frequently in the future 
than in the past. A few of the Letters contained in this 
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part have been published by previous editors, and I am 
much indebted to them for their copies, which were care- 
fully prepared. I have not been able, however to accept all 
their readings, and I may also say that I do not expect 
scholars to accept all mine. Many of the tablets are broken 
and difficult, and in such it is often impossible to form a 
connected text. Again, in the letters there are as many 
different handwritings as there were scribes. Hence there 
will be many places where scholars may differ from my 
readings. In the final collation of all the Letter texts, I 
myself hope to be able to decide the readings of many 
passages, about which there is, to my mind, still some 
uncertainty. 

The headlines are the readings of the names of the 
scribes found in the Letters over which they stand. Index 
IV gives a list of the tablets published in Parts I-VIII 
arranged according to the names of the scribes, with refer- 
ences to their British Museum registration numbers, and to 
the numbers which they bear in this edition. 

I wish especially to acknowledge my obligations to Dr. E. 
Wallis Budge, the Keeper of the Department of Egyptian 
and Assyrian Antiquities, British Museum, for his courtesy 
and for the great assistance which he has afforded me in the 
preparation of these parts. It was at his suggestion that the 
work was originally undertaken, and without his sympathy 
and assistance it would not have been possible to carry 
it out. 

I am indebted for many suggestions as to the readings 
of difficult and doubtful passages to Mr. Leonard W. King, 
who has himself published in his Letters and Inscriptions 
of Hammurabi a most valuable series of royal letters and 
dispatches of the ancient Babylonian period, together with 
masterful renderings and commentary ; also to Mr. R. Camp- 
bell Thompson, who, in his Reports of the Magicians and 
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Astrologers of Nineveh and Babylon, has made a valuable 
contribution to the study of a class of literature which is 
very closely allied to the Assyrian Letters herein published. 

To my friend, Dr. Edward Capps, Professor of Greek in 
the University of Chicago, and Editor-in-Chief of the De- 
cennial Publications of that University, I have the honor to

PREFACE 


In Part VIII, it was announced that Part IX would be an 
Index Volume, giving Lists of all the Proper Names, 
Officials, Divinities, Countries, Peoples, Cities, etc., found in 
Parts I-VIII, with references to their British Museum 
registration numbers and to the numbers which they bear in 
this Series. This Index Volume will appear as a later Part 
in the Series, 

The present Part contains the texts of ninety-eight 
tablets. On seventy-four of these the name of the scribe is 
to be found; on twenty-four the name has been broken 
away. The headline is the reading of the name of the 
scribe found in the Letter over which it stands. The name 
of the person addressed is placed in the headline over two or 
three Letters in which the name of the scribe is broken away. 
No attempt has been made to classify Letters on which the 
names of the scribes are broken away, as this more naturally 
falls within the province of the commentary. 

Index I is a Table of Contents. Index II is a list of the 
tablets arranged according to their numbers in the Kouyunjik 
Collections. Index III is a list of tablets published in Parts 
I-IX, the superior numeral indicating the number of the Part. 
Compare Part VIII for Index IV, which gives a list of the 
tablets published in Parts I-VIII arranged according to the 
names of the Scribes, with references to their British Museum 
registration numbers, and to the numbers which they bear in 
this Edition.

Twenty-seven or twenty-eight of the Letters contained in 
this Part have been published by previous editors, and I am 
much indebted to them for their copies. To WINCKLER, a: 
fellow student under SCHRADER, I am especially indebted 
for his carefully prepared copies of twenty-three Letters, 
namely, KK. Nos. 233, 844, 894, 1146, 1238, 1245 (to which, 
since his publication, 83-1-18, 107 has been joined), 1269, 
1287, 1355, 1459, 1542, 1580, 1610, 16214, 1881, 1895, 2645, 
2701a, 2889, 4287, 4447, 4724 and 4776. I have not been 
able, however, to accept all his readings, and I may also 
say that I do not expect scholars to accept all mine. Many 
of the tablets are broken and difficult to read, and in such 
it is often impossible to form a connected text. Again, in 
the Letters there are as many different handwritings as there 
were scribes. Hence, there will be many places where scholars 
may differ from my readings. In the final collation of all 
the Letter texts, I myself hope to be able to decide the 
readings of many passages, about which there is, to my mind, 
still some uncertainty. 

I am much honoured by the attention shown to this class 
of literature, and I wish to state here that as soon as the 
texts are published they become public property, and anyone 
may use them for any purpose he may wish. This work by 
my fellow students will in no way interfere with my original 
plan as described in Part I and again in Part IV, and I see 
no reason to depart from this plan as outlined seventeen 
years ago. Hence, I shall continue to publish the texts until 
the Corpus Epistolarum is completed, and again I express the 
hope that the Parts will appear more frequently in the future 
than in the past. 

Part X is in preparation. 

I wish especially to acknowledge my obligations to 
Dr. E. WALLIS BUDGE, the Keeper of the Department of 
Fgyptian and Assyrian Antiquities, British Museum, for 
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his courtesy and for the great assistance which he has 
afforded me in the preparation of these Parts. It was at 
his suggestion that the work was originally undertaken, and 
without his sympathy and assistance it would not have been 
possible to carry it out. JI am indebted also to the other 
members of the Department, Messrs. KING, HALL, SCOTT- 
MONCRIEFF and HANDCOCK for their unfailing courtesy. To 
Mr. Krinc I am also grateful for suggestions as to the 
reading of several signs. 

To my former teacher, PROFESSOR FRIEDRICH DELITZSCH, 
of the University of Berlin, I have the honour to dedicate 
this Volume.
